Why Right Breathing Is 


a Big Aid to Good Health

ANY girls and boys are neglected, 
even 


though they are given love and tender care 
, and all the things money can buy. Children 


are neglected if no one tells them the importance 
of posture, and day after day "keeps after them" 
so they cannot forget. 


School desks are available in such variety that 


every age and every height of the children can be 
accommodated. Unfortunately, all too many school 
boards are without the necessary funds to equip 
their schoolrooms with such seats. 


At home the child is not told the importance of correct posture, 


save as mother or father happens to think of it at intervals. 
The 


result is that the shoulders sag, the-*- 
• 


chest curves in when it ought to cles. Take these breathing exercises 
curve out and the abdomen pouches with the spine held straight. Stand- 
,

' ing erect, put the shoulders back 
outward when it should curve in. 
,alfd the ^st forward. 


As the child approaches youth, 


und youth grows into ag-t, fat gravi- 
tates to the abdomen and pretty soon 
what is left of the figure is ruined 
by the uneven distribution of an. ex- 
cessive amount of adipose tissue. 
This does not happen all at once, as 
I have told you on other occasions. 


To make tho facts plain, permit 


me to repeat that although it takes 
time for figure and health to be 
ruined, nevertheless, one-of the chief 
causes is the way the child sits. 
Bad habits acquired in childhood are 
sure to ruin the figure of the adult. 


If you have a daughter or son—or 


even if you are not a parent, but 
are really interested in a growing 
girl or boy—study the posture the 
child is inclined to take. If it is not 
a good posture set about correcting 
it at once. 


Teach the chiid how to breathe. 


Show the child how to fill out the 
chest, drawing in the abdominal 
muscles, thu-s'helping to expand the 
chest. With the shoulders well back, 
show the child how air should be 
drawn into the lungs by expanding 
the abdominal muscles, and expelled 
by contracting the abdominal mus- 


Besides the benefits following cor- 


rect breathing, this method of deep 
breathing gently massages the in- 
testines, thus helping to promote the 
general health. 
Furthermore, with 


increased air supply, tne oxygen 
burns up the fat and helps to keep 
the body normal in size. 


There are things morj important 


than the improved figure you will 
(Possess as a result of right breath- 
ing. 
Better than this is the in- 


creased health that wil' be yours. 
Added to this will be a greater re- 
sistance to disease. 


When you lose weight by exercise 


you gain health.

Pinch the edges 
of each round and drop it into rapid- 
ly-boiling, salted, water to cook fif- 
teen minutes or so. Drain the ravi- 
olis and lay them in a dish, pouring 
over them, a little bit of the soup.
